ROOSEVELT SPEAKS TO 


PEOPLE OF NEW SOUTH 


The President Emphasizes the Fact That the North 


and the South Are Now a Completely United 


Country—The Blue and the Grey. 


SOUTH MUST BE IN TOUCH WITH CUBA 


Exposition Made Possible at Charleston Because of the 


Industrial Prosperity Through Which the Country 


is Passing—An Era of Great Combines 


Charleston, S. C., April 0,—South 


Carollnans, who would rather die than 
vile the republican ticket are today 
wearing buttons and 
cheering for 


Teddy. 
The President's day at the 


exposition opened fair and warm. All 
night rains had been pouring In visit- 
ors from throughout this state and 
North Carolina. 


The ceremonies at the • exposition 


were preceded by a parade composed 
of regulars, sailors and marines and 
tile militia from North 
and South 
Carolina. 


The President's carriage was sur- 


rounded by guards and the streets 
were packed by people who cheered 
President Roosevelt. 
He responded. 


by raising and lowering his 
hat 


and smiling with evident pleasure at 
icto heartiness of the demonstration. 


After 
reaching the 
exposition 


grounds he reviewed the parade then 
the address of welcome was made to 
which the president responded by a 
speech In part as follows:. 


The President's Address 
"It Is to me a peculiar privilege to 


speak here In your beautiful city. My 
mother's people were from Georgia; 
but before they came to Georgia, be- 
fore the Revolution. In the days of 
Colonial rule, they dwelt for nearly 


• u century In South 
Carolina; 
and 


therefore I can claim your state 
as 


mine by Inheritance no less than by 
the stronger and nobler right which 
makes'each foot of American soil In 
a sense 
the property of'all Anieri- 


cans?. 


A United People 
"With delicate and thoughtful cour- 
tesy you originally asked me to come 
to this exposition on the birthday of 
Abraham Lincoln." 
TUe Invitation 
r.rt only showed a fine generosity and 
manliness In you. my. hosts, but It 
also emphasized as 'hardly anything 
e're could have emphasized how coin- 
I'letely we are now a united peopk'. 
The wounds left by the groat Civil 
V/ar, Incomparably the greatest war 
oC modern times, have healed; and 
Its memories are now priceless heri- 
tages of honor alike to the North and 
to the South. 
Tho devotion, the self- 


sacrifice, the steadfast 
resolution 


and lofty daring, the high devotion to 
the right as each man saw It, wheth-

Southerner—all 


these qualities of the men and women 
of the early sixties now shine

Charleston. S. C-. April 
9. — The 


ilrst visit of a president of the United 
Suites to Charleston since the civil 
war was marked by an enthusiasm 
that surprised the older Inhabitants 
of tills staid, conservative southern 
city, even more than It did Mr. Roose 
Vt'lt and his party. 
The entire pop- 


ulation turned out to do honor to the 
nation's chief executive and throng- 
':•! the streets all day waiting for a 
glimpse of the distinguished visitor. 


At eight o'clock ISO of the promi- 


nent citizens gathered at the Charles- 
ton Hotel last evening where a din- 
ner was given to tho president, while 
at the same hour Mrs. Roosevelt was 
the guest of honor at a reception at 
the St. John's given by the ladles of 
the city. 


Mayor Smythe, in giving the toast 


(if the evening "The President of the 
United States," gracefully welcomed 
the city's guest. 
For five minutes 


thereafter the president was unable 
to respond for the cheers. 


When quiet was restored he said In 


pnrt: 
"I should Indeed be 
but a 


jioor American myself If 1 were not 
leeply touched and-; gratified by the 
•vny you have greeted me today In 
this, your beautiful city; and. of cours 
1 feel at home 
here. 
(Applause.) 


I think that an American who is worth 
li's salt has tho richt to feel at home 
in every part of the United States."

The article was written by Cecil 


Rhodes In 1890, hurriedly thrown to- 
gether as a summary of a conversa- 
tion between himself and Mr. Stead 
and It was left In the hands of Mr.

Mr. Stead was 


asked to revise the manuscript, which 
merely sketched, with great power 
and sweeping strokes, the views of 
the empire builder. He wisely refrain- 
ed, presenting the views in Rhodes' 
own words, adding only his own ex- 
planations nt various points. 


Rhodes wrote that the key to his 


I'lea was the foundation of a society 
copied after the Jesuits, composed 
or. rich men, who should leave their 


money In trust to the society Instead 
of undeserving relatives, the money 
to be used In controlling the world. 
He declared the nations, with 
the 


United States leading, were combined 
to boycott the manufacturers of Eng- 
!and; that the British 
government 


was blind to the fact that It was los- 
'ng Its power; and that the British 
should at once declare commercial 
war on America nnd boycott American 
goods until that country should "come 
to Its senses." 


He declared a

would secure the peace of the world 
fnr all eternity, and he suggested a 
federal parliament to 
meet

jears In Washington and five years 
In London. 


Rhodes saw clearly the oomlng ex- 


pansion of America.

States into other lands, and he rath- 
er Impatiently criticised- him for not 
grasping'' the Idea more broadly. He 
scored tne British leaders bitterly for 
lallure to realize the fact that their 
commercial leadership was slipping 
away from them.
